but there is particularly the avoidance 
of crees-purposes between municipal 
departments and private organisation. 
These advantages would probably turn 
the economy scale in favor of public 
ownership except in instances where 
the

efficient and where the private com ­ 
pany would be vigorous in its zeal for 
the public interest and actually suc­ 
ceeded through superior effort in keep­ 
ing distribution costs down to a m u­ 
nicipal level.

favor of m unicipal operation. 
There is a question as to just w hat 
Is good business policy under different 
circum stances. 
In a village of ROO to

Here is exactly the m unicipal advent* 
age over a private com pany, in that 
various

public. This is undoubtedly now, tho 
general difficulty that the facts aa to 
municipal plant investm ent and opera­ 
tion are not adequately kept and pub­ 
lished.

sides, many of them are paying for 
their extensions and im provem ents out 
of earnings and contributing to oth^r 
public expenses that, actually reduce 
tax burdens.

the m onopoly of electric power carries 
with It the control of every industry, 
enterprise and public utility that ie- 
pends upon electricity for power. 
The seriousness of this situation is 
not. realized by the ordinary cit teen as 
rule. 
Rut careful students of tho 
subject, utility experts and statesm en 
who are concerned for the interests of 
the com m on people and the w e l f a r e of 
the nation, have seen this peril and 
have sounded a note of warning. 
For instance, Governor Pinched of 
P ennsylvania has said: 
N othing like this gigantic monopoly 
has ever appeared in the history of 
the 
world. 
Nothing 
baa ever been 
imagined before that even remotely 
approaches it in the thorogoing, inti­ 
mate, unceasing control It may exer­ 
cise over the daily life of every luimnn 
being w ithin the web of Its wires, 
it 
is im m easurably the greatest indus­ 
trial fact o f our time. 
If incontrolled. 
It will be a plague without previous 
example. 
If effectively controlled In 
the public interest, it can be m ade in­ 
com parably

greatest 
m aterial 
blessing in human history.”

Such a situation I:,, 
however, far from being hopeless. Th* 
suggested remedy is the installation of 
adequate records, which will entirely 
meet the needs of a city. 
Where ii 
city owns its w-ater works or o t h e i 
public- utilities, adequate accounting 
records should be installed so that tie' 
operating costs may be known to th-* 
end that a reasonable return may i e 
made on the investm ent. * 
A custom er’s or consum er’s led:*. 1 
should be provided and a controlling 
account opened in the general ledger. 
Periodical 
reconcilem ents should 
ne 
made with the general ledger account 
and any differences adjusted. An ex 
pense ledger should 
be 
maintained, 
setting forth the expenses in detail in 
each department. 
By so doing com 
parative statem ents of expenditures 
for each department can be prepay I 
and expenditures thereby controlled 
It is the exception and not the rule 
to find the “fixed assets” or “property 
accounts" of a city set up on the 
books. 
No business man would think 
of om itting these item s from his bal 
ance sheet any more than he would 
think of leaving out his cash or ac­ 
counts receivable. 
The land, buildings, 
equipment 
and 
all 
other 
property 
should appear on the books at cost 
and all additions as well as deduc­ 
tions should be shown from year to 
year. 
A perpetual 
inventory of ail 
supplies should be Checked up at least 
annually. 
As regards the subject of dopi ecia 
tion, it is one of the most important 
of overhead expenses, it is not a theory 
but a fact that depreciation does exist 
and is just as much an element of cost 
as labor or supplies. 
No sound bus. 
ness man of today would think of 
stating his profits until ample pro 
vision has been made to take care of 
depreciation and this cost charged to 
operation. 
However, few cities take 
into account the elem ent of deprecia­ 
tion. 
To those who are not versed in 
the science of accounting, all that has 
been said may sound very well a n i 
yet they will look at, if with a "skep­ 
tic eye” 
and probably 
shake theii 
heads, but permit me to state, that 
they would be well pleased with the 
results obtained, 
You, as executives, 
are charged with carrying on the bual 
ness of your cities, m ake your adm in­ 
istration a business one, thereby com ­ 
pelling those who are to follow do like­ 
wise.

Prices have been paid for prop­ 
erties beyond tho wildest dreams of 
their earlier promoters and 
owners, 
and Indeed beyond any discernible re­ 
lation to the amount and value of 
property 
involved. 
Fortunes 
have 
been made by brokers buying 
and 
selling properties. In view of the com ­ 
plications and opportunities for abuse 
which have been presented as charac­ 
teristic of the electric utility m anage­ 
ment holding company, more than us­ 
ually com plete financial reports anil 
publicity would appear to be justified 
in order to afford a true picture of the 
financial situation to investors, to in­ 
terested governm ental authorities and 
to the public. 
The modern method of 
regulation, 
known as public service com m ission 
regulation, has been adopted in forty- 
seven states. Its main principles have 
been applied by Congress In creating 
the natural regulating bodies such as 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
This type of supervision has evolved 
slowly but surely during the past cen­ 
tury. 
Early In the nineteenth century 
it became apparent that com petition, 
the key principle of the doctrine, was 
inadequate as a safeguard of the pub­ 
lic interest especially when the pecu 
liar type o f enterprise known as pub 
Ile utilities was concerned.

development. 
One thing the law In­ 


cludes which perhaps is the most o u t­ 
standing feature of the bill, Is the sec 
tlon which prevents the s a l e of paper 
animals.

A throng numbering nearly 75,000, 
the seventh largest fight crowd of all 
time, will be packed in the big ball 
park when Sharkey 
and

answer the opening bell of their dra­ 
matic 15-round encounter at approxi­ 
mately IO P. M., eastern daylight sav­ 
ing time. 
There will be present celebrities ga­ 
lore. 
includnig 
Gene 
Tunney, 
who 
tossed aside the heavyweight crown 
undefeated 
nearly 
two 
years 
ago, 
Mayor Walker, Secretary of War Hur­ 
ley and representatives of the German 
diplomatic corps in this country. 
There will be millions listening in 
on an international hook-up, as these 
two leading candidates battle for the 
title. 
Sharkey who awoke today for his 
brief limbering up stroll through Cen­ 
tral Park fit and quietly confident, is 
favored by a majority of the country's 
fight fans and experts to defeat his 
youthful opponent. The last minute 
odds were 8 to 5 on the Bostonian, 
although there has been surprisingly 
little betting. 
Schmeling, who reached New York 
City late yesterday after a long train 
trip from his training quarters near 
Binghampton, N. Y., was in an un­ 
usually serious mood, with 
the 
im­ 
portance of the 
struggle 
obviously 
weighing upon his mind. Sharkey, by 
contrast, appeared lighthearted and 
unconcerned. 
While the battle tonight win not ap­ 
proach in attendance and receipts the 
great fights in which Jack Dempsey 
and Gene Tunney participated, it is 
expected to draw nearly $800,000.
